Ex-Sherif John H. Pohlman called at the 
Four Courts to-day and wanted to swear out 
& warrant against Joseph B. Mc- 
Cullough, editor of the Globe-Dem- 
ocrat, charging him with criminal 
libel. “Mr. Pohiman was accompanied by 
Attorney Ford Smith, his legal advisor while 
Pohiman held the office of Sherif. 

The two called on Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Estep and made known their 
errand. Mr. Estep asked them on 
what groundsthe warrant was asked for, 
and they stated that while Pohlman was 
Sheriff that Editor McCullough wrote up 
the Sherif’ and his deputies as working 
in the interest of Mayor Noonan, 
This wilflul and felonious slander, they 
claimed, caused Pohiman’s party to hold the 
Sheriff in disrepute, and brought down on 

him the public contempt. 

) ESTEP’S ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Estep 414 not agree with Pohlman and 
Ford Smith on the entire proposition. As far 
as the public contempt part was concerned, 
he did not think that the position was ten- 
able. 

‘*For instance,’’ said he, ‘‘how do you 
suppose that the Noonanites looked 
on the matter? Don’t you think 
that they regarded it as a pretty good 
thing?’’ 

Mr. Estep therefore held ‘that a warrant 
based on such reasons would not stand 
in court, and _ refused to issue it. 
Messrs. Pohiman and Smith left the office 
after Mr. Smith had exhausted his oratorical 
powers !n a vain endeavor to make Mr. 
Estep change his mind. 

After the interview with Mr. Estep, 
effort was made by the press representatives 
atthe Four Courts to induce Pohlman and 
Ford Smith to talk on the _ subject, 
but they refused to be interviewed. 
They would give no information and 
would not even answer the questions that 
were puttothem. They appeared very much 
cast Gown by their failure to have the editor 
of the Old Pretender, alias ‘‘Great Religious 
Daily,’’ placed behind the bars on a charge 
of criminal !ibel. 

AFTER A JUSTICE’S WARRANT. 

When they left the Four Courts, Mr. Pohl- 
man went home at onceand Mr. Smith went 
to the Commercial Restaurant to get dinner. 
There a reporter saw him again, and, 
under the influence of a bowl of 
soup and a piece of pie, he became loqua- 
cious—that is, loguacious for him. He 
seemed resentful that Mr. Estep should 
have told the reporters the object of 
the visit to his office, and 
remarked with his usual sneer that there 
seemed to be ‘’a good deal of open airabout 
that office.’”

FEDERATION OF LABOR. 


Sooialists Iry Their Strength in the Clos- 
ing Hours of the Session. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 17.—To-day being ex- 
pected to close the sessions of the twelfth 
annual Conyention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor the delegates were called to- 
gether early. Resolutions were adopted call- 
ing on all the unions afMfilliated with the 
Federation to join central labor bodies hold- 
ing charters from the Federation ; condemn- 


ing the Rock Island «system for 
requesting its operators Oo with- 
draw from their organizafon; con- 
demning the system of advan wages to 
sailors; favoring changes in the jftent laws, 
that investors will receive a direct reward; 
condemning the Baron Hirsch fund and its 
charitable assistance ahd demanding re- 
striction of immigration; condemning the 
system compelling the waiters to shave off 
their mustaches and favoring the eight-hour 
system. 

A resolution was adopted asking clemency 
for the imprisoned Chicago anarchists— 
Neebe, Fielding and Schwa Em boldened 
by the success, one ofthe Socialists present, 
Delegate Morgan of Chicago, introduceda 
substitute for a resolution favoring govern- 
ment control of the telegraph and telephone 
lines. ‘his element wanted a resolution 
asking that the Government shall 
control all means of communication, 
transportation and production. Mr, Morgan 
insisted on a roll call, to test the sense of 
the federation, and the result was a defeat of 
the Socialists by a vote of 1,628 to 527,«Some or 
the delegates of pronounced socialist views 
voted against the resolution owing to thé in- 
definite nature of the demand. The resolu- 
tion was passed with an amendment asking 
for the control of railroads. 

Resolutions affirming the previous conven- 
tion’s advocacy of woman suffrage and ask- 
ing for State legislation to protect trade 
union marks were adopted, and various res- 
olutions asking legisiation against the Ohi- 
nese were favorably recommended to the 
next Executive Council. Differences De- 
tween the Socialists and Autonomists were 
aired when a resolution was. reported 
asking Congress either to pass the legislation 
compelling the adjustment of labor disputes 
by arbitration or the submission of a consti- 
tutional amendment permitting such legisla- 
tion. The socialistic representatives favored 
the measure as a step toward government 
control of all production and charac- 
terized itas anarchistic, charging that they 
objected toitas they objected to all govern- 
ment. President Gompers and others ar- 
gued that compulsory arbitration might 
prove a dangerous weapon against labor in- 
ore should it fall intothe hands of cap- 
ital, 


STRIKE ON THE GEORGIA CENTRAL. 

Macon, Ga., Dec. 17.—The telegraph strike 
onthe Central road of Georgia assumeda 
serious aspect to-day when twoofthe strik- 
ers, J. W. Stephensand Mr. Haggart, were 
arrested, charged with contempt of the 
United States Circult Court. The 
charges against Stephen were  pre- 
ferred by Trainmaster Kk. P. Epperson and 
those against Haggart by Judson Man- 
uel, stephen ts charged with joining in an Iil- 
legal conspiracy formed between D. G. Ram- 
sey, Grand Chief of the Orderof Rallway 
Telegraphers, and Deputy Granda Chief 
Tobey to embarrass the court in the man- 
agementofthe Central KRalilroad, now under 
its control.. The charges against Haggart 
are more serious. He is charged with de- 
stroying property of the road. They were 
arrested by Chief Deputy Marshal Ayres and 
their cases wiil fore = 
A counter was ta ’ Strikers this af- 
ternoon.

One Man Killed and Twelve Others 
Seriously Injured. 


THE FIRE OCCURRED ON THE RIVER 
FRONT IN BROOKLYN. 


One Huncred Feet of One of the Walls 
Give Way and the Men Were Hurled 
From the Wherf Into the Water — An 
Unsafe Store-House the Location of 
the Blaze—The Casualty Reoord. 


New YORK. Dec. 17.—Fire broke out in 
store-house No, linthe storage ware-house of 
W. 8S, Arnett in Brooklyn to-day. These 
store-houses are situated on the river front 
between Twenty-seventh and Twenty-eighth 
streets, South Brooklyn. They are 200 feet in 
length and 80 feet in width and two are four- 
story brick structures and onea two-story 
building and are numbered 1, 2 
and =«sqB.. No. 1, where the fire 
broke out, is the mearest the river and 
the breeze from the bay caused the flames to 
make considerable progress before the ar- 
rival of the engines. Three,alarms were 
rung in quick succession, which brought to 
the scene all the fire apparatus in that part 
ofthecity. The stores, it is sald, were filled 
with cotton jute and other goods and, not- 
withstanding the efforts of the firemen, the 
blaze burned fiercely. 

Chief Thomas E. Nevins arrived shortly 
and took charge. The police reserves of the 
Eighteenth Precinct were first ordered out. 
This building has long been considered un- 
safe, as the top of the walls bulged out about 
five feet. 

About half an hour after the fire was dis- 
covered about 100 feet of the north wall fell 
across the wharf on which fifteen firemen 
were standing. Among them was Chief 
Nevins, District Engineer Doyie and Fore- 
man Matt Feehy of Engine No. 28, and Hugh 
Lafferty of the same company. When the 
wall fell it was thought thatall hands would 
be lost, as all of them elther were knocked 
overboard or had to jump for their lives. 
Tug boats came to their rescue andsucceeded 
in saving nearly all the men. 

Hugh Lafferty of Engine 28 was very seri- 
ously injured. Hisspine and right hip were 
injured. He is 2 years of age and lives at 02 
Court street. He was taken to the hospital. 
He said that he wason the wharf when the 
wall fell and was knocked into the basin 
alongside the pier. 

Fire Chief Nevins wasalso hurt but not 
seriously, and he attended to his work of dli- 
recting the firemen. 

A surgeon of the Fire Department attended 
tothe firemen. Twelve of them were é6e- 
verely cut and bruised. They were allowed 


Johnsonand Cherry streets also. He was 
struck by the first wall which fell. 

At 1l o’clock the wall at the east end of the 
bullding fell and crushed afire engine work- 
ing nearby. 

At noon it was said that a man of the name 
of Williams, who was known to be near 
whentbe first wall fell, could not be found 
anywhere. 

The store-house was a building runnin 
along the dock between Twenty-seventh an 
Twenty-eighth streets, nearly 700 feet in 
length and extending toa width of eighty 
feet. The structure wasof gray stone and 
three stories high. The greater portion of it 
was of filmsy construction. At least 5,000 
bales of cottonandan immense quantity of 
bales of bagging and jute were stored in the 
building. The loss isabout $350,000; insur- 
ance unknown,

RELIGIOUS NEWS. 


Rev. H. P. Smith Will Appeal the Decree 
of Suspension. 

CINCINNATI, O., Dec. 17.—What will become 
of the Rev. H. P. Smith, who has just been 
suspended from the ministry by the Cincin- 
nati Presbytery, is a2 question often asked. 
Prof, Smith himself does not yet know, but 
his position is this: In the first place, he will 
appeal to the Synod of Ohio, and if 
necessary to the General Assembly. 


The first of these bodies meets 
here in October, 1993, and if it should dispose 
of his case immediately, and an appeal to 
the General Assembly becomes necessary, he 
could not get before the body until May, 
1894. Meantime he claimsthe right to be a 
Presbyterian in good standing, and the 
Board ot Trustees of Lane Seminary have in- 
Gicated that they will retain him 
at that place.

FR. CORRIGAN’S CASE. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Mgr. Doaneof New- 
ark and Rev. Dr. Sweeny, the referees who 
failed to decide as to the competency of 
Vicar-General O’Connorto render unbiased 
judgment inthe trialof the Rey. Fr. Corri- 
gan, have not yet decided upon the third 
referee. ‘*The names of four priests have 
bsen suggested,’’ they said, ‘‘and to- 
morrow morning we will decide which 
one is to act with us.

The only 
explanation of his condition is that the skull 
is fractured atthe base or there is internal 
hemorrhage there. Mrs. Angell was atthe 
hospital to-day watching at the bedside. 
Angell breathes once in every four orfive 
minutes, and it is considered remarkable 
that he has survived so long. He was sub- 
ject to fainting fits, probably apoplectic, and 
itis believed that his fall was due to one of 
these.

SLEW HER HUSBAND 


Horrible Tragedy Enacted by an Insane 
Woman. 


GEORGE BOWERS SHOT TO DEATH WHILE 
SLEEPING. 


Battle Between United States Marshals 
and Moonshiners in North Carolina—A 
Stubborn Prisoner—Stabbed to Death 
—Murdered by a Negro—Crime Miscel- 
lany. 


BRIDGETON, N. J., Dec. 17.—The quiet little 
town of: Greenwich was startled yesterday 
by a horrible tragedy. George Bowers, a 
fireman onthe New Jersey Southern Rail- 
road, was shot and instantly killed by his 
wife while he was calmly sleepingin bed at 
anearly hour. For the last three months 
Mrs. Bowers has acted strangely. This week 
she seemed so despondent that her husband 
decided to take heraway on a short vaca- 
tion. Early yesterday morning she stealth- 
ily crept down stairs and procuring a gun 
retraced her steps and emptied one of the 
barrels into her husband’s head, killing him 
instantly. Alarge portionof his head and 
one ear was blown off and his brains scat- 
tered over the floor and bed, while the plllows 
and bedclothes were saturated with blood. 

The murdered man’s father was awakened 
by the report of the gun and went down 
stairs to investigate. There he found his 
daughter-in-law who grasped his arm and 
shrieked: 

**Papa, get me a razor; I want to cut my 
throat!’’ 

By this time all the occupants of the house 
were upand on going to Bowers’ room were 
horrified at the ghastly sight. Alongside of 
the murdered man his three months’ old 
baby was soundly sleeping. The report from 
the gun had not disturbed it. The family 
seized Mrs. Bowers anda terrible struggle 
began. She fought like a tigress but was 
finally subdued and bound toa lounge with 
ropes. After she became more composed 
she saidshe had killed her husband, but 
was sorry she had done so. This afternoon 
Prosecutor Logue and Coroner Bellows 


went to the scene. The latter summoned a 
jury, viewed the remains and then adjourned 
the inquest until Monday next. Mrs. Bowers 
was placed under arrest and to-night was 
taken to the county jail, where she sits in 
her cell sobbing and moaning. The woman 
is undoubtedly insane. She is 84 years old. 
Her husband was 35 peese of age arda very 
exemplary man, highly esteemed by his rail- 
road associates and friends. Heand his wife 
have always lived happily together until the 
birth of their last child, when she became 
despondent.

Coloring Oak With Ammonia. 


Some of the best specimens of oak for dec- 
orative woodwork are now obtained, it is 
stated, by fumigating the material with am- 
moniacal vapor, which effectively produces 


the dark coloring so much desired. In ac- 
complishing this the method consists of plac- 
ing the material to be darkened in an ap- 
proximately air-tight room, in which nolight 
enters; for small work a packing box will 
suffice, the Joints or cracks to be well pasted 
over with paper. In this room or receptacle 
for depositing the furniture or other articles 
is placed a fiat porcelain or earthen vessel 
filled withammonia, the vessel containin 

the liquid being, of course, set on the groun 

or floor, that the fumes or vapor may strike 
to advantage the articles to be darkened. If 
the apartment Is large, twoor more vessels 
containing ammonia may be employed and 
allowed to remain untiithe desired effect is 
secured.

WOMEN IN JAPAN. 


They Are Very Obedient and Slaves to 
the Mother-in-Law. 

Georgia Cayvan, the actress, spent most of 
the past summerin Japan, traveling witha 
party of ladies. Inatalk with a New York 
Sun reporter, she says men dote on Japanese 
women; they areso submissive, so attentive 
and sohappy. They are dear, shy, demure 
little dolls. Their figuresare soslight, like 
undeveloped girls. One trait they have in 


common with all womankind, They draw 
the broad sashes they wear cruelly tight 
about the waist, to give themtbe peculiar 
slenderness they count beautiful, The sashes 
are of heavy brocade, you know, and almost 
as great instruments oftorture as the cerse- 
let of steel and bone we wear. The English 
costume is worn to a considerable extent, 
particularly on State occasions, but its close 
confinement proves irksome to them, and 
they always keep the native kimono for the 
seclusion of the household. If they are ill, 
too, the European garments are quickly dls- 
Soraed for the more comfortable native 
ress. 

We really do not appreciate how beautiful 
is the Japanese woman’s dress, for it has 
been so caricatured. In the first place, we 
can’t wear it; we are not slight enough. 
These gowns I brought home were all made 
to order forme. Then the big figured, glar- 
ing things we see here would never be worn 
by a lady of high rank there, and the great 
quantity of hairpins which are represented 
to us as indispensible for the Japanese colf- 
fure are really worn there only by the women 
to whom we do not speak as we pass by. 

What would be the resuit of putting the 
ballot in the hands of Japanese women? sug- 
gested one of the listeners, 

Why, these happy, blithesome little women, 
60 guarded and sheltered, would be like a 
cage full of canaries set.lose in an autumn 
rain. It would mean a revolution of the 
whole social theory, and resuit in the tem- 
porary annihilation of the home. The home 
is very sacred in Japan; no stranger or for- 
eignerisever allowed to enter there. You 
may gototheir residences and visit certain 
roonis, but you will never be permitted to set 
foot in the inner sanctuary. 

With the Japanese woman her lord stands 
first. Hetakesthe precedence of relatives 
and religion, and she—well, next to the ser- 
vants the wife is the humblest member of 
the household. A Jap takes his bride home 
to his mother’s household, and from the day 
of the wedding she is the slave of his mother, 
his sisters and himself, and fof her own chil- 
dren, too. when she has them, until one of 
her sons follows the custom ofjnis fathers by 
bringing a wife home for hertotyrannize 
overinturn. You see, it puts a premium on 
growing old. 

Still, the women are so happy and lovable, 
s0 gentle and contented, that one scarcely 
wishes to see them emancipated. ‘hey are 
so innocent, too, like children or birds. I 
saw a missionary, with an air of great pro- 
priety, pinup a Japanese giri’s kimono at 
the throat. It just seemed wicked, and I 
thought of how shocking the Japanese ladies 
think even our most modest evening dresses 
are. 

What would be the wisest and best for the 
women of Japan is an ungolved question, but 
in their reverence forthe hearthstone, thelr 
inviolable domestic privacy, their industry 


'and their religion, which seems to incorpo- 


rate justice to your neighbor, love for your 
family and respect forthe aged, Il fancy we 
would be able to learn much from them. 

In education the best features of this coun- 
try have now been adopted and are faithfully 
carried out. Inthe Japanese kindergartens 
the little tots study the same object lessons 
that children have here, and in many Cases 
the sanie melodies. 
them singing among their nursery rhymes 
the melody Sir Arthur sullivan used in the 
opera to herald the entrance of the Mikado. 
Fancy the Mikado’s making his grand en- 
trancetothelullaby Japanese mothers use 
to quiet their restless offspring.

Astronomy Now Claims That the Two 
Bodies Are About ths Sama, 


From the Gentleman's Magazine. 

The sunisa star and the stars are suns. 
This fact has been a famlilar one to astron- 
omers for many years. That the stars shine 
by their own inherent light, and not by light 
refiected from another body, like the planets 
of the solar’system, may be easily proved, 
That many ofthem at leastare very similar 
to our own sunis clearly shown by several 


considerations, 

Three facts prove this conclusively. First, 
their great intrinsic brilllancy compared 
with their small apparent diameter, a diam- 
eter 50 small thatthe highest powers of the 
largest telescopes tail toshow them as any- 
thing but mere points of light without meas- 
urable magnitude. Second, their vast dis- 
tance from the earth,a distance so great that 
the dixameterof the earth’s orbit dwindles 
almost to a point in comparison. This ac- 
counts satisfactorily for the first fact. Third, 
the spectroscope—that unerring instrument 
of modern research—shows that the light 
emitted by many of themits very similar to 
that radiated by the sun, 

Their chemical and physical constitution 
is, therefore, probably analogousto that of 
our central luminary, The red stars cer- 
tainly show spectra differing considerably 
from the solar spectrum, but these objects 
are econ ew ey | rare and may, perhaps, 
be considered as forming exceptions to the 
general rule.

POTTERY WOBKERS OF EGYPT. 


What They Produce in Ceramics and Arti- 
cles de Luxe. 


From the Jewelers’ Chronicle. 

Some very interesting particulars respect- 
ing the home industries of Egypt are given in 
a recent report which the Austrian consul at 
Cairo made to his government. The greater 
part of the goods manufactured find a gale 
principally among tourists and foreigners 
visiting the country. Speaking generally, 
the Egyptian industries of to-day may 
be divided into three groups: The minor or 
‘*house’’ industry, agriculture and the 
factory industry. Of thefirst group, one of 
the oldest is the ceramic industry, which is 
carried on in pottery- works on the river sides 
in Cairo, Alexandria and Kosetta, The chief 
articles of thts class produced are the porous 
bottle-shaped vessels and bulging refriger- 
ators known bythe name of alkaraza, as 
well as filters known as sir, the latter chiefly 
made at Keneh. The finer classes of goods, 
such as ornamental vases, lamps and orna- 
mental articles generally, Come from Asslout 
and Upper Egypt. 

Cairoisthe chief center of the metal in- 
dustry. Articles of goid and silver are man- 
ufactured in small quantities indeed, and 
chiefly forthe peasant population and tour- 
ists. hey mostly consist of massive silver 
rings for decoratingthe arms and ankles, 
twisted bands, chains and filigree work of 
fine gold and silver. There are several lapi- 
dariesin Cairq and Alexandria, chiefly en- 
gaged in cutting turquoises. 

The wood industry, besides employing a 
large number of joiners engaged in produc- 
ing ordinary European furniture, includes al- 
s0 some establishments in Cairo and Alexan- 
dria, where art furniture in the Arabian 
style isturned out. This mainly consists in 
wall screens, presses, chairs, fauteuils, 
small tables, so-called Koran stands, mirror 
and picture frames, pier tables, etc., gener- 
ally iniaid with mother-of-pearl, bone or 
metal. The purchasers of these articles,too, 
are foreigners,either settled tn or Journeying 
through thecountry. Assiout does an export 
trade in articles of ebony of finer workman- 
ship inlaid with ivory.

Shopkeepers are threatened with another 
kind of competition—as if among themselves 
there were not enough already—says a Lon- 


don journal. Ittakes the form of a new de- 
velopment of the automatic machine, which, 
ifitsinventor’s hopes are realized, will re- 
quire an enlargement of ‘Trafalgar Square to 
accommodate the unemployed licensed vict.- 
uallers, soda water sellers, eoffee-house 
keepers, fruit merchants and confectioners, 
who will find themselves obliged to join in 
the chorus of the ‘‘Starving poor of old En- 
gland.’’ These new machines area kind of 
miniature universal providers. Into the slot 
of one you put your coppers and receive in 
return a cup of tea, coffee, chocolate, or per- 
haps gruel; from another lemonade or soda 
water and biscuits; a third dispenses soda 
and milk; a fourth davotes itself to retalling 
bitter ale or Sscotch whisky; another 
sells fruit; one more doles out 
sweets, and lIastiy, there is one which 
hands its customers a basin of hot or 
cold waterand a clean towel. The system 
is, of course, open to indefinite develop- 
ments, Aslight addition to the mechanism 
of the clear water and towel department will! 
no doubt add shaving to its accomplish- 
ments, and a gentleman may in time be able 
to put his face into the slot and draw it outas 
smooth asa billiard ball. Andif, aa soon as 
the supply is exhausted, the machine at once 
can display in its windowacard withthe 
word *‘Empty,’’ there is no reason why it 
should not be taught to whisper *‘I thank 
you’’ to each customer.

HEMLOCK DIET. 


A Poreupine Said to Flourish Very Nicely 
on It. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

**You don't have to skirmish around much 
'to get feed to fatten one of these hemlock 
porcupines on,’’ says an old Potter Oounty 
woodsman,. ‘‘Just sprinkle some salt overa 
stick of cordwood, or a sawlog for that mat- 
ter, and he’ll eat the whole business and en- 
joy it like you would a mince ple. 

‘Whe customary diet of these animals, 
though, is hemlock browse. They make 
themselves a home in a hollow log or under 
the roots of some old tree, but always in 
reach ofa big hemlock, The hemlock is their 
pasture, and they make beaten paths going 
to and fro between the tree and their home. 
The porcupine climbs the tree as readily asa 
squirrel would, provided you don’t slip up 
and cut his tail off while he ts going up. 
somehow or other he can’t climb the tree 
without his tail, nor he won’t come down 
without it. 

‘*‘If you catch one of these poroenes 
climbing a tree and chop Se tallofm close he 
will stop right where he is and will stay 
there until he starves to death, unless he is 
takenaway. Once up the tree the porcupine 
goes out on the big limbs, and, pulling the 
small branches in with one paw, DSOrowses On 
the pungent leaves, In going through the 
woods you will find little piles of these fine 
leaves on the ground under hemlock trees, 
That means that a porcupine is feeding in 
the tree, the leaves on the ground being 
dropped from his feast. Sometimes a porcu- 
pine will remain in a heimlock tree a week at 
a time, hugging close to a trunk at night and 
feeding during the day. Tis curious little 
beast is the only known living thing that eats 
the follage of the hemlock,’’

REAL ESTATE INTERESTS. 
A VACANT WASHINGTON AVENUE BLOCK 
SOLD FOR $150,000. | 


The Property Presumably Bought for a 
Passenger Railway Depot Site—A Mar- 
ket Street Corner Sold for $22,500— 
Another Hotel Corner Bought. 


It was currently reported in real estate 
circles to-day that the entire block of vrop- 
erty on the south side of Washington avenue, 
West of the range works, between Twentieth 
and Twenty-first streets, had been sold by L. 
Vv. Cartan & Co., through the firm of Green & 
La Motte. ' | ' 

Cartan & Co. were seen with reference to 
this gossip, and the character of their 
refusal to give any information 
about the deal was equivalent to 
& confirmation of the news. It is known 
that the property fronts 875 feet by a depth 
of 187,and it isstated, on apparently good au- 
thority, that the price paid for it was $400 a 

foot, amounting inthe aggregate to $150,000. 
Who the buyer was could not be learned, but 
the purchaser’s name will develop in a 
few days if not sooner. There is an 
Opinion among real estate operators, who 
have been closely watching the current of 
events in that locality and along Nineteenth 
street to the north, that this block of ground 
has been bought in the interests of the same 
railway corporation which has soactively en- 
gaged the past few months in purchasing 
property along the Nineteenth street valley 
for a right of way through the city from 
Broadway and Madison street south to Wash- 
ington avenue, This knowledge was the 
basis of the common belier that there was 
good reason to credit the report published 
a few weeks since, that the same 
corporation had purchased the Washing- 
ton University properties in the same 


ew nwty £ a report which, by the way, has 
never been denied. It has also been previous- 
ly stated that the Culver range-works had 
also been sold, and while that report has 
been denied there are some agents who, 
while believing that the denial as made is 
literally true, also believe thata sale of the 
ap oty bas been conditionally agreed upon. 

t is the general supposition that the proper- 
ty all around there is being acquired 
for a passenger railway depot to be bullt for 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy and other 
co-operating railway systems that desire a 
central station independent of the principal 
Union Depot. 

The price of $400 a foot, said to have been 
paid for this Washington avenue ground, isa 
pretty good indication of enhanced values in 
hat locality. it was a portion of the 

property, embracing 
1,860 feet, Messrs. Chas. Green, 
M. Rumsey, Rolla Wells and Jas, Campbell 
bought in the spring of 1889 at an average of 
about $140 a foot. 

Within the past year or twoa good deal of 
the ground has been s014 at $200 to $300 a foot, 
and the sites disposed of at those figures have 
since been improved with heavy five-story 
business houses.

IMMIGRATION AND NATURAL RIGHTS, 


A Pennsylvania Single Tax Club has the 
following to say concerning the restriction 
of immigration: 

Whereas the prevailing sentiment in regard 
to immigration, once favorable, has become 
unfavorable by reason of an apparent sur- 
plus of laborers; and whereas we believe that 
this apparent surplus is caused not by too 
many people, but by the monopolization of 
nutural opportunities caused by our land 
laws, which permit some to hold as their 
own what rightfully belongs to all, thus pre- 
venting the many from laboring ex- 
cept as they pay tribute to the few; 
and whereas we  Delleve that every 
man has a natural right to livein any part of 
the world he may prefer, and that, with free 
natural opportunities, every newcomer 
would add to the wealth of the nation in 
which he dwelt; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of the 
Single Tax Club of Germantown that any 
laws restricting immigration are a violation 
of the moral law, in that they interfere with 
buman freedom; that they are vicious in 
principle and bad in practice, and should be 
immediately and entirely abolished. 


There is enough truth in this rather 
sweeping utterance to justify a careful 
consideration. We have already said that 
‘*the conditions that check general pros- 
perity and cause labor depression and pov- 
erty must be soughtin the monopoly of 
resources and opportunities and the unjust 
distribution of wealth, not in immigration 
or growth of population.’’ It is true that 
in some parts of the country, notably in 
Pennsylvania, natural resources have been 
monopolized ascompletely as in England, 
where the misery of the people is noto- 
riously due to this cause. But there is so 
much unused land still accessible on 
reasonable terms in the South and 
West that it cannot be rightly said that 
population is pressing against a monopoly 
line. When that happens, if it ever does, 
will be time enough to consider the prac- 
tical application of the doctrine set forth 
above, conceding meanwhile that such 
monopoly does exist, but denying that it 
is of overshadowing importance. There 
are other monopolies more vulnerable than 
the one aimed at by the Germantown Sin- 
gle Tax Club and which in the opinion of 
practical thinkers are prolific of most of 
the evils complained of by rich and poor 
alike. 

The assertion that immigration is a nat- 
ural right is not pertinent. It may be true 
that ‘‘every man has a natural right to live 
in any part of the world he may prefer,’’ 
but such rights are of no practical worth 
until they make their way into the con- 
sciousness of the people, whathen ordain 
their definitionin law. As things stand

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A FRAUDULENT SAVEGUARD. 


The members of the Municipal Assembly 
are told by the Globe-Democrat this morn- 
ing that ‘‘most of their street railroad 
legislation is in direct violation of the City 
Charter in its failure to provide for the 
city any of the remuneration which is 
made by that instrument a condition of 
such legislation.’’ This statement is 
based upon the following section of the 
Tenth Article of the Charter. 

Sec. 1. The Municipal Assembly shall have 
power, by ordinance, to determine all ques- 
tions arising with reference to street rall- 
roads in the corporate limits of the city, 
whether such questions may involve the con- 
struction of such street railroads, granting 
the right of way, or regulating and con- 
trolling them after their completion; and 
also shall have power to sell the franchise or 
right of way for such street railroads to the 
highest bidder, or, as a consideration there - 
for, toimpose a. per capita tax on the pas- 
Sengers transported, or an annual tax on the 
gross receipts of such railroad, or on each 
car, and no street railroad shall hereafter be 
incorporated or built in the City of St. Louis 
except according to the above and other con- 
ditions of this charter, and in such manner 
and tosuch extent as may be provided by 
ordinance. 

If the editor of the Globe-Democrat will 
wipe the dust from his spectacles, brush 
the cobwebs out of his intelligence and 
read that section again he will find that he 
has discovered a mare’s nest. The power 
to sell franchises and opotain ample com- 
pensation for street railway privileges is 
certainly conferred by it upon the 
Municipal Assembly, but the exer- 
cise of that power is not made obliga- 
tory. The Municipal Assembly is not 
told that it shall sell franchises 
but that it shall have the power to do so. 
The deftness with which the section is 
worded so as to deceive the people and 
favor the operations of boodlers and fran- 
chise grabbers, indicates that the latter were 
ably represented in the drawing of the 
Charter. The people doubtless thought 
their interests would have a bulwark in 
that section, but it isa bulwark through 
which all the street railroads in St. Louis, 
loaded with all the boodle bills that un- 
scrupulous greed can invent, may pass 
abreast. 

An honest Municipal Assembly would 
observe the plain spirit of this section of 
the Charter, but itis no check upon dis- 
honest Assemblymen. As a matter of 
fact the strictest provision would be use- 
less with rascally officials. It is not the 
law but the execution of it which is the 
essential point, so that after all the sole 
hope of the people for protection frtdm 
robbery lies in the election of honest men 


to office.

Coin in International Commerce. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Myarticle on ‘*Money Metals and *Money’’ 
probably was overlooked, by the general 
reader, in the wonderful quantity of good 
things in last Sunpar’s Post-DisPpatcn. I 
tried to show in what way ‘“‘intrinsic value’’ 
entered into the idea of the relative value of 
money metals. I also tried to show that so 
long as gold and sfiver were retained as 


royal metals, and were used as the redemp- 
tives for the currency of the nation and the 
world, they should not be thought of as 
articles of commerce, and that, because of 
their attaching the commodity idea to gold 
and silver, as metals, the great financiers 
and statesmen of the worid are having their 
greatest difficulty in.coming toan agreement. 
, The doliarisa creation of law andis the 
basis of our money system and nota plece of 
coined metal, as most people think. ‘The 
coined metal is only a tanz!ble representative 
of the dollar and is no more a representative 
per se than is a paper dollar; yet, as the mind 
of mankind—as at present consti- 
tuted—demands something which pos- 
sesses weight; which is not eap- 
ily, or cheaply, or redundantly produced; 
which is practically indestructible—that Is. 
can stand the test of time, of fire, of water 
andof most acids—the governments of the 
world have elevated gold and silver to the 
rank of money, or royal metals, as being the 
metals which most nearly comply with the 
requirements for a metallic coined money. 

As the world grew older the employment of 
metallic money as thecurrency for every-day 
transactions—even between nations—grew 
less and less, untilamong the richest and 
most civilized nations the use of metallic 
money bas been almost entirely supplanted 
by that of paper. 

The movement of the precious metals De- 
tween the nations is in settlement of bal- 
ances In trade, and, as such, isa commodity 
pure and simple; for, while the metal may 
bein the form of coined money, yet the 
coined gold and silver of every nation Is 
treated by every Other nation the same as 
uncoined money or bullion, and is not 
counted but weighed. ‘The coinage stamp 
ofa Governmentis only that government’s 
certificate to its citizens and to every other 
Government, as to the weight and fineness of 
the several pieces of metal. United States 
coined money is not a legal tender for debts 
payable in any other country any more than 
are the Treasury notes of the United States a 
legal tender there, Our Treasury notes, and 
especially the notes of the Bank of England, 
are accepted all over the world; but only 
because they will pay debts in the United 
States or in England. Should a citizen of 
France desire to pay a debt to his fellow-citi- 
zen, the notes of England or the United States 
would only be received by the courtesy of the 
creditor. And what is true of paper money 
is equally true of coined metal. 

Money, like any other thing which exists 
by law, is the result of crystallized popular 
opinion, yet, the universally recognized rep- 
resentative of the idea of money has been, in 
allages, metallic until the substitution of 
paper currency in comparatively modern 
times has relegated gold and silver to the 
position of redemptives of the paper cur- 
rency. This has been brought about by 
purely natural means and causes. 

The production of the precious metals did 
not keep pace with the increase of the vol- 
ume of business and commerce of the na- 
tions and the world, Bills of exchange and 
a paper currency based on (that is, redeema- 
ble in) the precious metals, became a neces- 
sity, aside from the inconvenience of metal 
money in the larger business transactions. 

But the ratio of the value between gold and 
silver, the parity as it is usually called,which 
existed prior to the demonetization of silver 
by the United States in 1873, existed, 
not because of any law of any nation 
adopied by the codifying or _ crystal- 
izing of the popular opinion of centuries 
into a legal enactment, but, because, back of 
such legisiation, and during the centuries, an 
unwritten law for the supply of a demand 
growing out of the needs of the human race 
created a ratio of about sixteen to one in 
weight between the royal metals. At sub- 
stantially this ratio the value of the volume 
of gold and silver bas been practically in- 
variabie for 500 years. During 2,000 
years occasional abnormal conditions 
have made violent changes in this 
normal ratio (with dire effects on the 
nations), and the present abnormal, un- 
natural ratio of 25 tol isthe product of ab- 
normal, and therefore unnatural, conditions 
—let us say machinations—tbough the rela- 
tive ratio of the volume of the two metals has 
not materially changed, though so stated and 
insisted upon by those whose interests seem 
to be benefited by having the facts conform 
to their wishes. 

In my former article Itriedto make clear 
in what way ‘‘intrinsic value’’ entered into 
the idea of the relative walue of gold and 
silver. Bearing this in mind and remember- 
ing that the relative quantities of the metals 
has been practically invariable since they first 
bevan to be usedas money, it would seem 
thatany tampering with, and legisiation, 
which would produce aviolent change in the 
normal ratioexistling between the metals, 
isthe violation of one of God’s immutable, 
natural laws, to violate which, by a nation, 
brings immediate punishment. In reviewing 
the monetary history of the world during the 
past twenty years, does it not seem certain 
that the people (not those who have profited 
by the human laws) of the ngtions are suf- 
fering the consequences ofthe violation of 
this divine provision and order of nature? 

France, taking the average price of bullion 
for the previous century, established by law 
the ratio of l5tetol. This ratio will be found 
to be substantially the normal ratio for the 
centuries, 

It was destroyed by legal enactment, and 
the distress of nations immediately resulted, 
Let the nations restore the normal ratio, and 
rehabilitate silver with its full royal preroga- 
tives which it possessed from the earliest 
fermation of human society, and the effect 
must at once be torestore the former pros- 
perity ofthe people of the nations of the 
earth, for surely the people are not now 
prosperous.

TWENTY MILLION FRANCS DISTRIBUTED 
BY THE BBIBERS. 


Persecution of Jaws in Russia Revived— 
Wide Range of Discussion Concerning 
Gladstone’s Forthcoming Homs Rule 

* Bill—Federalist Success in Rio Grande 
do Sul—General Foreign News. 


PARIS, Dec. 17.—The determination of the 
Government toclear away all the mystery 
surrounding the affairs ofthe Panama Canal 
Co. is undoubtedly founded on the Dellef that 
in this course alone lies safety for itself and 
forthe country. Any display of hesitancy 
now would result in ruin, and as their official 
lives depend on probing the affair to the bot- 
tom, there can be no doubt that in time the 
whole mass of corruption will be cleared 
away. To-day, acting under orders 
from == the Government, the police 
searched the house of M. laur, 
a Boulangist member of the Chamber of 
Deputies, and seized a number of documents 
pertaining tothe Panama affair. The Minis- 
try willask the Chamber of Deputies to au- 
thorize the arrest of any of its members 
found to have been implicated in the 
scandal, 

La Libre Parole, M, Drumont’s paper,which 
appears to be exceptionally well informed on 
Panama matters, states to-day that the 
amount of the bribes distributed by agents of 
the company reaches the enormous total of 
20,000,000 francs. 

The Figaro says that fhe trial of the direc- 
tors of the company before the correctional 
tribunal will proceed conjointly with their 
prosecution on charges of corruption before 
the Assize Court. 

The Eclair says that among the papers 
seized belonging to Charles de Lesseps were 
found minutes signed by three directors, giv- 
ing full revelations of the affairs of the com- 
pany. The minutes, it adds, cover the trans- 
actions for several years. 

The Republican journals are unanimous in 
their approbation of the course of the Gov- 
ernment in causing the arrest of M. Charles 
de Lesseps, Fontane and San Leroy. They 
hold that there must be no turning back in 
the prosecutions, 

The news of the arrests was received with 
profound emotion. The Government well 
knows the responsibility of its undertaking. 
If the men were arrested without the strong- 
est evidence of culpability, no stigma is too 
severe to brand those responsibie for this ac- 
tion. Anacquittal would fall on the Govern- 
mentasacrushing disgrace. Many provin- 
cial prefects have received instructions from 
the Ministry of the Interior to deal promptly 
with any royalist demonstration In thelr re- 
spective districts arising out of the present 
crisis. 

A dispatch from Vienna states that Baron 
Cottu, Directorof the Panama Canal Co., 
against whom an order of arrest has been is- 
sued, declares emphatically that the stories 
that he fied from Paristo escape criminal 
prosecution are without foundation. As 
soon as he heard that an order for his arrest 
had been issued he made preparations to re- 
turn to Paris, and he says he will go back at 
once, 


JEWS PERSECUTED. 


RUSSIA ADOPTING MEASURES TO FORCE THEIR 
EMIGRATION. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 17.—The Russian 
Senate has promulgated a law requiring that 
Jewishartisans shall only reside in places 
where official boards of trade exist, the pre- 
tense being thatthe Jews can thus be more 
effectively under official regulation and 
supervision. Official boards of trade .ex- 
ist only in about 10 per centof the towns in 
Russia and the decree, therefore, means a 
vast addition to the misery and oppression 
under which the Russian Jews already labor. 
Many thousands of Jewish artisans will be 
com pelled to remove from the towns in which 
they are located into the competition for ex- 
istence in the populous centers of the Jew- 
ish pale. The objectof thenew law is be- 
lieved to be to start the Jews to stirring 
againand drive them over the frontier, 
whether other countries are willing to 
receive them or not. The par- 
tial embargo on emigration to America has 
caused a cessation of therush of Russian 
Jews to the frontier, and the Russian author- 
ities, who are anxious to getridof the Jews 
without absolutely bayoneting them across 
the border, have been much irritated by the 
change in affairs. The new law, it Is ex- 
pected, will start them moving again, and by 
being driven from one town to another, they 
will be hurried intoexile. As to what be- 
comes ofthem after they cross the border, 
the authorities do not concern themselves. 


BRITISH TOPICS, 
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DISCUSSION AS TO WHAT THE IRISH HOME RULE 
BILL MEANS. }

LONDON, Dec. 17.— Vanity Fair says that the 
home rule bill merely proposes the establish- 
ment of an Irish congress, composed of Irish 
peers and commoners, which will hold 
periodic meetings and prepare measures to 
be acted upon by the imperial Parliament at 
Westminster. Local authority is to be exer- 
cised by parish and county councils, 

The Pali Mall Gazette, now full-fledged as a 
Tory organ, has obtained from a correspon- 
dent who, according to the Gazette, is well 
informed, a professed outline of the Dill, 
similar to that recently published in Ameri- 
can papers. The Gazette says that the pro- 
posed new constitution of Lreland is modeled 
on the constitution of New Zealand. 

There is no apparent reason to believe that 
the statement, either of Vanity Fair or of the 
Gazetie is rellable. The Cabinetis discussing 
Mr. Gladstone’s bill for Irish home rule. 
Much interest exists after the conference of 
the bills, but absolute secrecy is maintained. 
The present form of government of New Ze- 
land, to which the Gazette refers, is vested 
with the legislative power in the Governor 
and General Assembly, consisting of two 
chambers, the first called the Legislative 
Council, and the second the House of Repre- 
sentatives, The Governor has the power 
of assenting to or withholding con- 
sent from bills or can reserve them 
for action by the Imperial Government. He 
summons, prorogues and dissolves the Par- 
lament. He can send drafts of bills to either 
House for consideration, but in case of ap- 
propriations of public money he must frst 
recommend the House of Representatives to 
make provision accordingly, before any ap- 
propriations cana becomealaw. He can re- 
turn bills for amendment to either House. 
The Legislative Council consists of 
forty-one members, nominated by the Crown 
for Nfe. The suffrage, so far as 
people of European blood are concerned, is 
practically based on residence. It is dificult 
tosee what resemblance this constitution 
ge odhiy the alleged home rule plan outiined 
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observed, says the Chronicle, only in the case 
ofthe home rule bill.

EXTENSIVE OPERATIONS OF THE BANK OF 
MONTREAL. 

MONTREAL, Dec. 17.—Montreal’s credit in 
the London money market Is good, and this 
is demonstrated by the fact that applications 
for Montreal’s debentures at the present time 
exceed the required £1,000,000. Applicants 
get 70 per cent of the issue. Messrs. Coates, 
Son & Co. threaten to make trouble if 
possible and say that the city of Montreal has 
violated the conditions under which the 
previous loan of £700,000 was negotiated by 
placing the present issue elsewhere. This 
firm, however,is not absolutely sure that 
their contention will stand turning on legal 
light, and consequently as things now 
stand they await advice of thelr legal 
counsel as to whether or not it is ad- 
visable that action be taken. The mat- 
ter is being eagerly watched by financiers, 

ho view with feelings not altogether 
Pugnaly the extensive financial operations 
undertaken bythe Bank of Montreal, The 
resources of the institution, though well 
known in minor financial circlez, are some- 
thing of a strprise to those who are in the 
habit of underestimating colonial institu- 
tions. 

The exodus from the Annapolis & Corn- 
wallis valley of Nova Scotia to the United 
States has reached large proportions this 
fall. At a way station in King’s County

SOUTH AMERICAN NEWS. 


FEDERALISTS IN POSSESSION OF RIO GRANDE 
DO SUL. 


VALPARAISO, Dec, 17.—News reaches here 
from Rio Janeiro thatthe Federalists are 
entering the city of Rio Grande, and Gov. 
Castilho of Rio Grande do Sul is fying South. 
He will resign, 

A correspondent at Montevideo telegraphs 
that the Castilhistas have signeda petition 
asking the Federal Government of Brazil to 
declare war against Uruguay. It is told here 
thattwo of the conspirators, Capt. Garcia 
and Lieut. Bahamande, bothofthe Seventh 
Regiment, have been decided guilty of 
suborning revolution and will be shot. 

Congress has delegated full power to the 
executive to actin the premises. 

Among those doomed to death, had the 
plotters been successful, were President 
Montt, Isidor Errazuriz, Gen. Komer, Carlos 
Walker Martinez, Archbishop Casenovia and 
others. Everything is quiet now throughout 
the Republic, and any revolutionary ideas, 
it is thought, have been killed for the time 
being at all events. 

The Radicals of Cordoba protest against 
the appointment of Julio Astrada as the Gov- 
ernor, and if it is persisted in, they threaten 
to initiate a revolution. 

Ex-President Pelligrini has assumed the 
Chieftainship of the Argentine National 
party. Roque-Pena has resigned from the 
Senate forthe purpose of acting with Pel- 
ligrini, Itis stated in Buenos Ayres that the 
English holders of Argentine bonds have ac- 
cepted Romero’s proposal to name a com- 
mission to act on the Government’s proposal 
to pay the bonds. 

The United States warship Essex has left 
Montevideo for Garreto Isiand for the pur- 
pose of removing the bodies of American 
sailors Duried there,for interment in the gen- 
eral cemetery.

GERMAN MILITARY SECRETS TO BE CLOSELY 


GUARDED. 


BERLIN, Dec, 17.—A bill will be presented to 
the Relchstag in January providing forthe 
punishment of persons communicating mili- 
tary secrets to foreign powers, Three years 
imprisonment and $125 fine would De the 
penalty for private individuals. Newspapers 
violating the law would be confiscated. The 
decision of the steamship association as tothe 
trans-Atlantic tradeapplies tothe Belgium 
and Dutch companies. All arrangements for 
cheap tickets to the World’s Fair have, there- 
fore, been canceled. The companies declare 
that consequently interest in the fair has de- 
clined to a minimum, probably in conse- 
quence of immigration regulations, 

The old city of Rostock wasthe scene yes- 
terday ofthe celebration of the 150th anni- 
versary of the birthday of Gen. Von Blucher, 
the Prussian soldier of Waterloo. The city 
was in gala dress, there was a grand military 
parade, and patriotic addresses were deliv- 
ered, 


RAILWAY IN PALESTINE, 

CAIFFA, Dec. 17.—The first sod of the pro- 
posed road-bed of the Caiffa & Damascus 
Railroad was cut Monday by Mrs. Pilling, 
wife of one of the directors. The Provincial 
Governor placed the first stone. The cere- 
mony was witnessed by the Sultan’s dele- 
gate, foreign consuls, high Palestine officials 
and about 15,000 other persons. The railroad 
will skirt Mount Carmel and the plain of 
Esdraelon, pass through the valley of Naza- 
reth, cross the river Jordan south of the 
Lake of Tiberias, and pass thence over the 
Haooran plains to Damascus.

**Did youever exploreacave by yoursell 
when you had nothing else to do?’’ asked 
Conductor G. F, Washburn of the Frisco, as 
he joined a party of friends in the rotunda at 
Hurst’s. ‘*Well, I have, and it bas not been 
more than a monthago, I was witha party 
of friends ona pare gg | expedition down tn 
the Indian Territory, in the region of the 
Seven Devils, and asa matter of course I got 
lost before ihad been by myself an hour. 
Before I was aware of the fact night 
came on, and to my horror I 
found that I was all aione in 
a dense forest with no companions save 
the mountain wolf, the black bear, wildcats 
and various other wild animals that I was 
hunting for, and praying all the time that I 
would not find.

“DANGEROUS WASHOUTS. 

**There is one danger that always threatens 
our railroads on the plains,’’ remarked a lo- 
comotive engineer while chatting with a 
group of friends in the lobby of the Laclede 
Hotel, ‘*and that is the danger of washouts. 


Wedo not mind them so much when they 
occur in guiches ‘or on the banks of stream), 
for then we are on our guard. The realiy 
dangerous washouts occur on the open 
rairie,. For hundreds of milies in 
estern Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado and 
Wyoming the soll is a light, pebbly sand. 
When a apy rain comes it disintegrates 
with wonderful rapidity. If there is a little 
hollow, it may be not four feet deep, and the 
water runs down, the sand is washed away 
from under the track, leaving the ralls sup- 
ported by the ties alone. The engineer can 
not tell that this has occurred untilhe feels 
the ry sinking under him, as ata dis- 
tance of a few yaris the track looks allright, 
I do not see how this danger can be avoide::, 
as ifa stone ballast were used, the one 
would be undermined as the track now Is.’’ 


MISSISSIPPI LEVEE SYSTEM. \ 


A Louisiana planter, who ts spending the 
winter in this city, in talking about thé im- 
provement of the Mississippi River, said: 
**The advantages ofa much greater exten- 
sion of the levee system are very question- 
able, From experience we know that some- 
times levees do more harm than good, 
Above my plantation in St. James Parish wags 
a large tract of land which was overflowed 
whenever there wasarisein theriver. Last 
year this was protected by dykes. The con- 
sequent loss was fully three times the value 
of the land. The river, not finding its 
accustomed safety valve, inundated planta- 
tions below that had never been fi ed be- 
fore. In some cases dykes built at great ex- 
pense have been destroyed by the bullders . 
after one year’siria)l,as it was found that 
they only served to throwthe water upon 
more valuable lands. The Mississippi River 
Commission should carefully examine all the 
conditions before building new dykes.’*

Editor Pallen Maintains That Satolli 
Did Not Voice Leo’s Views 
eae aia 
THE EDITOR REPLIES TO ARCHBISHOP 
IRELAND'S LATEST UTTERANCE. 


The Archbishop of St Paul Accused of 
Doing What He Hes Charged His Op- 
ponents With—Quotations From Pope 
Leo’s Writings to Show His Position 
on the School Question. 


Mr. Conde B, Palien, editor of the Church 
Progress, who has made no secret of his hos- 
tility to Archbishop Ireland’s school doc- 
trines, was asked to-day to make a reply to 
the bold interview given out to-day by the 
ecclesiastical cyclone of the Northwest. Mr. 
Pallen at first refused to talk 
because he was anxious to avold every 
appearance of seeking notoriety. 

@ was reminded of his position in the con- 

rey, and of the importance of Arch- 
Dishop Ireland’s utterance, and at length he 
spoke as follows: 

**Mar.Ireland does exactly what he accuses 
his opponents of doing, that is, attempting 
to create a public opinion in their own favor. 
Hig whole interview is nothing more 
than an appeal to,/what he i calls 
the ‘American mind,’ or in_ reality 
to secular public opinion in this country. 
We would like to know what secular opinion 
in this country has to do with the settlement 
of the school question by the church itself. 
Certainly it is not to be expected 
that secular opinion as to what 

ould constitute Catholic education will 

Ominate in the ¥ettlement of the contro- 
VYersy. The Liberals haveall along made a 
Gesperate appeal to this secular opinion as a 
sort of jury in the case. But how they 
can imagine that it will in any way 
become a governing factor is beyond the 
oonception of any Catholic acquainted with 
the constitution of the church andthe pre- 
Cepts of Catholic doctrine. Secularism 
has always been in the history 
of the church an antagonistic 
factor, Inasmuch as it usua)ly represents the 
opinion of the world; and we may lay it down 
as a fundamental axiomthatthe ‘world, the 
flesh and the devil’ are ever a_ triple 
alliance in combination against the 
spiritualinterests of the church. I cannot 
conceive surer indication of the weakness of 
@ Cause than to appeal from Christ to Caesar, 
At the same time I am perfectly 
well aware of the legitimate sphere of 
the civil functions of government, and be- 
cause the church insists that Catholic educa- 
tion shall not be tainted with the poison of 
secularism, that implies no antagonism eith- 
er to the ‘proper rights of the State or 
hostile to the spirit of American institutions. 
But the secular mind ig not capable of form- 
ing a judgment upon the nature, character 
or exigencies of Catholic education. An ap- 

alto it, therefore, is simply to appeal 
rom the proper court, where alone jurisdic. 
tion Is possessed, to the hasty and temporary 
opinion of the populace, It is both un- 

Uatholic and un-American to appeal toa 
tne quest. which has no legitimate relation to 

uestion in dispute. 

“Notwithstanding Archbishop Ireland’s 
statement that Mgr. Satolliis vested with 
plenipotentiary powers to settle. the school 

_— wehaveno evidence to that effect. 

the contrary both 

Katzer and Archbishop 

h publicly deciared that 
Fatolli hadno such powers and, morever, 
the fact thatthe archbishopsin thelr recent 
conference refused to suvscribe to Mer. 
Satolli’s viewsis very clear evidence that 
those views were not supported by the 
weight of the Pope’s authority. If they had 
been, the archbishops could scarcely 
have point blank sareotes them. They might 
have deferred consideration of them under 
that supposition, but they would not have so 
emphatically declare: a doctrine so 
opposite and repugnant to them 
\ when they drew up their school 
esolutions reaffirming their absolute and 
ngualified adherence tothe principles and 
platform ofthe councils of Baltfmore. For 
these councils, especially the third, explic- 
itly and definitely affirm that secular or pub- 
lic school education im this country is not 
only dangerous to_ the integrity of 
the Catholic faith, but they command 
Catholics to eschew it altogether and bulld 
their own schools in order to supply Its fatal 
defect. Archbishop Ireland’s statement that 
tothe church belongs religious instruction 
only and to the State the right of 
secular education, apart from religious 
training, is In radical opposition to the coun- 
ciis of Baltimore and tothe repeated public 

teaching of Leo XII. on this subject. 

LEO’S TEACHINGS. 

‘*In the encyclical letter of the present 
Pope to the Freach bishops in 1884, he says: 

And first, indeed, in regard to domestic society, it 
is of the greatest importance that the children 
sprung from Christian marriage should he instructed 
in the precepts of religion atan early age; and that 
the stedies in which youth is accustomed tobe edu- 
cated, be conjoined with religioustraining. To sep- 
arate rhe one from the other is really to wish that 
youthful minds should remaim neutral in 
their duties to God.

She said Armstrong followed the business of 
atraveling salesman. Wife No.1 said that 
she married Armstrong in New York eighteen 
years ago and had three children 

Sherif! Welker said that he has a warrant 
against Armstrong charging him with em- 
bezziing over $300 from the Hammel Cigar 
Co, of Ionia, Mich., whose agent Armstrong 
was. A warrant, the Sheriff said, had 
also been issued against Armstrong in 
Saginaw, Mich., charging him with 
adultery. The Sheriff stated that Armstrong 
was alleged to have led a dual life and spent 
his Saturdaysand Sundays with one of the 
women and lived the rest of the week that 
he had to spend at home with tine other 
woman. Wile No.1 lived in Romeo, Mich., 
which is seventy miles from Saginaw. Ihe 
Sherif stated that he had been on Arm- 
strong’s trail for some time and had followed 
him through several towns in Michigan, and 
finally located him in Sst. Louis by Arm- 
strong’s first wife communicating with the 
Hammel Cigar Co. 

Sherif! Welker will apply for extradition 
papers to bring Armstrong back to Michigan. 
The Sherif? stated that he understood that 
Armstrong had succeeded in making peace 
With the two women who claimed him as 
thelr husband, and had reason to fear that 
they would try to have him released on a writ 
of habeas corpus. Wife No. 1 is in East 
St. Louls, and wife No. 2isinthis city, She 
was arrested with Armstrong but was sub- 
sequently released. Sheriff Welker expressed 
some fears as to the tate of Armstrong 
should he he sent back to Michigan. 
He would have to pass through the 
pineries, he said, and the citizens engaged 
in that business in Michigan had peculiar 
ideas of how justice should be dealt out. Le 
sides he said wife No. 2 had severai brothers 
engaged in the pineriesin the vicinity of 
Saginaw, known as O’Maliey boys, and the 
Sherif! would not answer for Armstrong’s 
fate if he fell into thelr hands,

WALBRIDGE GOES IN. 


The President of the Council Acting as 
Mayor—City Hall News, 

President Cyrus P. Walbridge of the Coun- 
cil walked into the Mayor’s office this morn. 
ing just as the hands of the bigclock over the 
door pointed to 10 o’clock, 

**Is Mayor Noonan in the city?’’ he asked 
Permit Clerk Alex McGrew, who ts the head 
of the clerical office. 

**No, sir, he is not,’’ said Clerk McGrew. 

“I shall assume the duties of Acting 
Mayor,’’ said the President. ‘Please notify 
the departments that I amreadyto attend 
to any executive business they may have. 

Clerk McGrew carried out this instruction 
by remaining at his desk. Two important 
contracts sent to the office for the Mayor’s 
Signature by President Burnet lay in 
the office, but nobody ever told 
the Acting Mayor they were there. Finally 
Clerk E. F. Finney, up in the office of the 
Board of Public Improvements, heard acci- 
dentally that President Walbridge was the 
Acting Mayor, and hurriedly sent Messenger 
William Roderick down to the office to 
ask him to sign the contracts so 
thatthe work might go on. The acting 
Mayor occupied the office until noon, and 
after luncheon returned. Mostof the heads 


ofthe departments dropped into the office 
during the afternoon, and all the papers 
lying on their desks requiring the Mayor’s 
signature got itand were sent on their way. 


Will Hurt Grand Avenue. 

President George Burnet of the Board of 
Public Improvements !s doing what he can to 
prevent the Assembly from passing the 
Grandad avenue street railway bill, which 
gives Col. J. G. Butler and J. W. Buell the 
right to run electric cars over the Grand 
avenue bridge. 

‘*The Grand avenue bridge was built with 
the understanding that street cars should not 
run over it,’’ said President Burnet to-day. 
**The flooring could not stand the heavy 
motor cars. Besides this, the bridge is 
now used as a part of the boulevard system. 
Many Vehicles driven by women pass over it. 
Drivers have to be careful enough now in 
crossing the bridge with spirited horses. The 
locomotives passing underneath are enough 
to make horses nervous. Now add to that 
motor cars whizzing along by a horse and 
you will have accidents. Ifelectric cars are 
allowed to run over the bridge, vehicles will 
stop using it, and no woman will dare to 
drive across it with her children in the car- 


riage.’

These low prices for wheatare attractive to for- 
eigners, judging from late sales for export in this 
market. Besides the 50.000 bu hard wheat taken 
yesterday, exporters bought this morning 200,000 
uu hard and 100,000 bu soft winter. This wheat 
will be loaded out next week. 


Another large increare is expectedin the visible 
of wheat. On lakes an! canal only 150,000 bu was 
left last Saturday, reeeipts have been liberal in the 
Northwest and at the seaboard and exports smaller.

It is always a fact that when markets are most de- 
pressed the news and information that comein are 
such as to add to the existing demoralization. Soit 
is not surprising to see messages from the North- 
west that state spring wheat receipts will continue 
heavy and possibly may increase. Yet arrivais at 
Duluth and Minneapolis are now running 200 to 
cars daily behind those ef one week ago. 


Weather conditions to-day—No marked changes in 
temperature have occurred except in Colorado, 
Minnesota and the Dakotas, where it is considera- 
bly colder. Rain or snew has been genera] through- 
out the greater portion of the country during the 
vast twenty-four hours, Forecast for Missouri and 
Southern Illinois—Light rein to-day in Kastern Mis- 
spuri and Southern Iilinois; clearing in Western 
Missouri; generally fair and cvoler Sunday. 


The London ‘Times says We are therefore 
driven to the conclusion that even the lowest esti- 
mates of the past harvest were by no means too 
gioomy.

France exported 150,512 tonsof 2,200 lbs against 
159,477 tons last year, 

According to advices received by the Italian Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, the condition of the fields is quite 
satisfactory. W heat sowing is still in progress in 
some localities, and the working of the land ia pro- 
ceeding-in regular order. The wheat plants are 
sprouting well and complaints are only heard in 
some parts of kmeliaof rather serious damage by 
field mice and other vermin. The ingathering of 
the olives is still in operation. 


The Ontario crop bulletin says: Owing to the pro- 
tracted harvesting of the spring-sown crops and 
varying conditions of weather, sowing of the new 
fall wheat crop was spread over a larger period of 
time than usual, Mostofthe sowing was done Sept 

to The early sown looks better than the late 
sown. Aithough the growth has not been as heavy 
as might be Gesired, onthe whole the condition is 
very good. Very ii ittle damaged has been observed 
from any source. Whileit isdifiecult te accurately 
estimate the acreage, the reports indicate abowt the 
same acreage sown aslast year; there might bea 
slight decrease, 

Winnipeg Commercial: *‘*Thereis little or no de- 
mand for Manitoba wheat from the millers of 
Eastern Canada, as prices are relatively higher 
forthe Western wheat, than the Hastern moililers 
can buy their own wheats at their mills. Good 
wheats are being bought in Ontario as lowes 60c 
to 62Zc at the mill doors, while No 2 hard Mani- 
toba wijl cost them 6SVc anil upwards per buy at 
their mills, on a basis of present prices here ad- 
ding freights. This difference of 20c per bu makes 
Ontario wheat relatively much cheaper for the 
kastern miller than the Manitoba product, and cuts 
off the usual Eastern demand for our wheat.

PURCHASED SAN DOMINGO. 


An American Syndicate in Control of the 
Island. 


’ New York, Dec. 17.—A syndicate of Amer!i- 
can capitalists has acquired virtual control 
of the island of San Domingo by the purchase 
of the right tocollect the customs revenues 
of the country, which are principally derived 
from the tobacco monopoly. The precise 
terms are withheld, but it is understood that 
$3,500,000 is agreed upon. The members of 
the purchasing syndicate are, as far as 
known, Charles W. Wells and Willard Brown 
of New York and J. W. Taylor of Newark. 
The concessions were heretofore controlled 
by Messrs. Westerndorff, bankers of Amster- 
dam.

Hibernating in Hamburg and Will Spread 
in the Spring. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—A cablegram from 
Hamburg has been received that cholera has 
appeared again in that city, The health 
authorities in this city were not surprised. 

‘*It is my opinion,’’ said Dr. Edson, ‘‘that 
the disease has simply been wintering in 
Hamburg. There fs no reason why it should 
not put in an appearance from time to time. 
In a severe epidemic like the one they had 
last summer it is perfectly natural for the 
germs to remain andthen make their ap- 
pearance when the weather and other cir- 
cumstances are favorable.’’ 

Asked if he thought cholera would appear 
again in this port again next spring, Dr. 
Edson said: ‘*We should at least expect it, 
for in that way we will be prepared to mest 
it, and will undoubtedly be able to nip it in 
the bud. As far as New York City ts con- 
cerned, I would like to state thatitis in ex- 
cellent sanitary condition just now. The 
streets are clean and everything is in our fa- 
vor. There is no reason apparent why the 
disease should not be handled with the 
greatest ease.’’ 

Dr. Edson said that he believed immigra- 
tion should bechecked, orat least surrounded 
by such safeguarde as would prevent the in- 
troduction of the disease by steerage passen- 
gers. 

**Saloon passengers,’’ he continued,§ ‘‘are 
as liable tocontract and bring the disease 
here, should their systems happen to be out 
of order, as the passenger in the steerage. 
There should be the most rigid stem of 
Sanitary discipline in all cases. hile at 
the present this country is exceptionally 
free from contagious diseases vigilance 
should by no means be relaxed.’’
